This was equally as primitive as the methods of education commonly in vogue in those days when children spent far 
fewer hours in school than they do today. Nowadays the majority of children spend a considerable portion of 
their early years in school, and proper seating is an important factor in their physical development. 


The backless bench is still in use in a number of rural schools. This method of seating is unsatisfactory from 


every standpoint; the pupils become easily, tired and restless, and they cultivate slouching habits. The backless- 
bench has a tendency to make round shoulders and contract the chest until deep breathing is impossible. 


The figures compiled by Commissioner of Health Samuel G. Dixon, showing the results of the Medical Inspec- 


tion of 500,000 children in the rural schools of Pennsylvania, show that over 70 per cent of these children are suf- 
fering from some defect. Everything possible should be done to eliminate those things which have a tendency to 
work against the physical well being of pupils. The backless bench has been abolished in many localities and it 
is to be hoped that everywhere It Trill soon be but a memory.
